Council decides to 
widen Mountain Ave. 
section to 112 feet

The Upland City Council voted 41 
Tuesday night to adopt an ordinanc 
setting the street right of way width on 
Mountain Ave. from 16th St. north to the 
city limits at 112 feet. Councilwoman Ina 
Petokas represented th minority vote 

The action was taken after an Upland 
Architectural Commission letter was 
submitted to the council in opposition to 
proposed limited landscaping affecting 
walis along either side of the street 
section 

Before adopting Ordinance 1096. the 
council received information from City 
Attorney Donald Maroney that by 
adopting the ordinance, the council was 
not ruling out landscaping plans for the 
sides of Mountain Ave 

Although the council had previousls 
taken a sland opposing landscaping on 
the sides of the street because of the 


excessive cost of maintenance. if 
directed Acting City Manager Lee 
Travers to contact professional 


landscape architects to determine the 
costs of alternative landscaping plans 

The Architectural Commission 
according to a letter from Commission 
Chairman Thomas Harris 
dissatisfaction with the concept of 
having no plants on the street side of the 
wall, They agreed that the plan would be 
relatively maintenance free, ‘bul that 
without some plantings to break up

A 
horse is a well-balanced animal 
between grace and strength. A 
soft brush is weak in presenting 
strength. So we have 
process to get the 
strength 

This special process that 
Ning Yeh refers to is the 
calligraphy which he practiced 
diligently as a boy and now as a 
man. It aids him in controlling 
the brush and helps him 
concentrate on his work 

The ink that is used is smoked 
pai ash ground into powder and 
then mixed with water and a 
special kind of glue 

Ning Yeh always stands to do 
his work. With paper laid out 
flat in front of him he pauses 
and then starts to paint. He 
begins first with the head, using 
a very gentle stroke to draw the 
outline in thick black ink
